the Russians being the aggrressors, oc- 
curred September 28 and 29 on the 
west shore of Liaoti promontory near 
Pigeon bay, according to a report 
brought by Chinese who left Port Ar- 
thur September 30. The Rusaiana al< 
ready apparently are aiming to caP' 
tnre the heavy guns which the Japan- 
ese have mounted in that vicinity. 
The Russians were in considerabia 
force and they made several sorties, 
dracsing field artillery with them. 
They were unsuccessful, however. 
Three Junlts with 160 coolies arrived 
here Sunday. rh( y I* ft Port Arthur 
because they wore fortid to carry the 
wounded and bury the dead. They al- 
ao were afraid that evenlyally they 
would have' no food, although rice la 
plentiful now, according to their sto- 
ries. They fiirthor say that the Rns- 
Bians lost heavily d'nint; the aitacUa 
of September 19 and September 23, 
but the Japaneaa loaa waa much haav' 
ier. 

The Russian ships were sHent dur> 
Ing the battl(> and the hitherto un- 
used merchant ships were, as a result 
of the fight, turned into hospitals. 

Several of the Chinese who were 
employed in jurying dead say that 
the dead war* ao numerous that they 
were unable to form anything like an 
rKtiniitfc of the number who fell in at 
taciilng and defending the supplemen- 
tary forts near Itz mountain. Since 
the battle both aidea continue to shell 
at intenrala daily. The Rusaiana mako 
many small aortiaa against the Japan- 
ese trenches. Small positions fre- 
<lueDtly change hands. The Chinese 
say they were compelled to briry the 
dead by atealth at night for the rea- 
Bon that the Japaneaa would fire on 
them. 

Toklo, Oct. 3.— The Riisslana are re- 
ported to be despeiately endeavoring 
to retake their lost positions, includ- 
ing Fort Kuropatkin, in the hope of 
reatoring the water aupply of Port Ar- 
thur. They are aaid to have repeat- 
edly assaulted the Japanese after 
abelling from neighboring forts and 
batteries. The Japanese continue to 
hold the positions. Both sides are 
aald to have suffered severely. The 
newly mounted heavy Japanese guns 
are said to command the entire har- 
bor. The position of the remnant of 
the Russian ' Port Arthur fle< i is said 
to be precarious and it is believed the 
vessels muat aoon emerga or be de- 
atroyed. 

Advices from Manchuria are to the 

effect that the Japiuuse iind Rtissiau 
outposts and scouts continue in close 
I'ontacl. K(juth. Hoiiiheast and east of 
Mukden. Skirmishes are occurring 
daily and an aggressive general action 
la expected aoon. 

It la believed that th* general en- 
gagement will take place near Ti-' 
PaBS and that Gen. Kuropatkin 1.-^ 
holding Mukden and positions alons; 
the Hun river merely to temporarily 
check the Japanese advance.

AVasliinpton, Oct. ,3 — .-Xfttr a d.iy 
filled with strong hopes, alternating 
with the gravest fears of almost irtc- 
mediate dissolution. Postmaster Gen- 
eral Payne'a condition late Sunday 
night waa declared by his physicians 
to be decidedly more encouragine, but 
thoy are unwilling to hazard an opin- 
ion as to the future. In the early 
hours his heart action became decid- 
edly weaker with resultant feebleness 
of pulse and uneonsdousnesn. At 
tiroes he suffered intense pain anl 
once or twice he cried out in his 
agony. Tlu-se i)aroxysins \v< re follow- 
ed by periods of exhaustion with brief 
iutervals of comparative freedom from 
pain, but the heart action continued 
to give the physicians the greatest 
concern. 

Several times during the day the 
pulse became so fet-ble that it seemed 
it must cease altogether and at one 
time the physicians said the postmas- 
ter general was as near death as few 
ever g< t and survive the day. At 2 
o'cloclt Sunday nfteiuoon 'he (lucim- 
fully believed that the end was ;ii 
.band, and the family, w ho were at din- 
ner, were aummoned. By Mrs. Payne's 
direction Rev. Dr. Cotton Smith, rector 
of St. John's Episcopal church, where 
the family worship, was sent for an 1 
on his arrival those at the strick>n 
man's bedside Joined in prayer. But 
again bia marveloua recuperative pow- 
era aaaerted tbemaelvea and won an- 
other victory. 

Slowly but very pero ptlbly a 
change for the better took place and at 
4:30 o'clock a more hopeful bulletin 
waa laaued. Thia waa followed at 6:4.s 
o'clock by far the heat newa of the 
day. Miss Jones, a niece of Mrs. 
Payne, came from the sick room and 
with beaming face told of a wonder- 
ful change for the better. Some time 
before that hour, she said, the post- 
maater general had regained complete 
conaeioQaneaa; had recognised those 
at>out him and seemed almost like 
himself again. He had even asked 
for food and milk and when the latter 
was brought he drank a glass he him- 
self held. One of the physicians said 
the Improvement was almoat miracu- 
lona. 

Early Monday morning Dr. Magrii- 
der left the sli-k room for his homo, 
leaving Dr. Craysou in charge. Dr. 
.Magruder's report was that Mr. 
Payne's improvement continued and if 
this rate of improvement continues 
the next bulletin would doubtless be 
gratifying. He said that the postmas- 
ter general was retaining his nourish- 
ment and had had no sinking spells 
during the evening when he awoke 
from bis sleep, which waa necessarily 
fitful, he was able' to recognize those 
about him. Dr. Magruder added that 
.Mr. Payne'a heart action continued 
good.

business. They decided when they 
started to open and saw the police, 
they had better keep closed. 

Drug stores had a right to sell med- 
icine on prescription, but this did not 
pay to keep clerks, and all drug stores 
were oloaed. Tbe only places open 
were botela, livery stables and news- 
paper offices, the latt<T two claaaoa 
havinjs secured injuiu liims. 

No time had been given the citi .m^ 
to prepare for the strict enforcement 
of the Sunday laws, and many fami- 
lies had not laid in groceries and 
meats. Preparations will be made 
hereafter. Few pastors spol<e of the 
Sunday enforcement Sunday and urge-l 
the members of their congregations 
to lay in sufllcient supplies on Satur- 
day. The saloon men believe the Sun- 
day enforcement will aoon beeomo un- 
popular and they will be allowed to 
open. No saloons were oiien Sunday.
